On 
July 13, 1001, the boy and his aunt left 
thc'Rogers home, presumably for a walk. 
They did not return and what has be- 
come of Miss Ely is still a mystery.

Latest Announcement, 


It is claimed in Milwaukee railway cir- 


cles that the new line to be built between 
Chicago and Milwaukee, two or three 
miles west of this city by the Chicago & 
Northwestern railway, will be exclusively 
for passenger business and not freight, 
as has been generally believed. 


When complete and in operation it is 


claimed that passenger trains will, make 
the run between Chicago and Milwaukee 
in cue hour and thirty minutes, .thirty 
minutes less than at present. The state- 
ment is further made that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway will meet 
the cut. 


TO BUILD AN AIR I.IXE. 


Great speculation has been indulged in 


by the farmers and others as to what 
line was making surveys and buying the 
right of way. At lirst it was an electric 
railway line; then it was an 
eastern 


trunk "line nnd then 
the 
Chicago & 


Northwestern railway nnd the latter was 
correct. Yesterday it was officially stat- 
ed that the Northwestern company will 
construct an air line from a. point ou 
the Chicago division near Cudahy to May- 
fair, a few miles north of Chicago. There 
the'new cut olT will connect with one 
of the Northwestern'^ Chicago lines and 
make iv direct entrance to the city nnd 
to the Norlhwcstcrn's side passenger sta- 
tion. 


The new line, it is said, will be straight 


na a bullet. Until the suburbs of Chicago 
arc reached it will not vary ten feet from 
an air line. According to the survey it 
will pass west of all cities and villages 
between Chicago and Milwaukee. 


A MILE A MINUTE. 


In no way will the new road he used 


for local traffic. It will bo set aside abso- 
lutely for fast train service between the 
two cities. All local passenger 
nnd 


freight traffic will go over the present 
Chicago division system. 


The present train time between Mil- 


waukee and Chicago for the fastest trains 
on the Northwestern road is two hours, 
while the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
schedule is 1 hour cud 53 minutes. When 
the new road is first put in operation tho 
time between Milwaukee 
nnd 
C.'liii!:i»o 


will be reduced to 1 hour and 45 minutes. 
Later this time will be reduced to one 
hour and thirty minutes, if the present 
plans arc carried out. 


Tho distance between Milwaukee nnd 


Chicago over the old line to Cjidnhy and 
over the new line to Mayfnir and thence 
over the old line to the passenger sta- 
tion will be about eighty-one miles—per- 
haps eighty. So that the usual running 
time, between the suburbs of Milwaukee 
and those of Chicago will be about a mile 
a minute. 


With the change in running time on 


tho 'Chicago & Northwestern road the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul company 
will reduce its running time. It is said 
tho Milwaukee road is prepared to meet 
any schedule the Northwestern may put 
in effect between Chicago nnd Milwaukee.' 


TO BUILD CLEAR THROUGH.

Chief Engineer Gerharity of the Chi- 


cago and Milwaukee Electric Railway,

Another case of a county bfing forced 


to pny bonds for which they in honor are 


TREATIES AND INDIANS. 


The Indian mind will now have a great 


respect for the institution of American 
courts nnd many of the older ones mny 
navnestly wish the courts were as much 
in uvideiicc iii their earlier days. It np- 
pears once, upon :i time way back in 
1838, we made a treaty with the Chero- 
kee Indians in n matter connected With 
their removal from Tennessee. Alabama 
and Georgia to Indian Territory, 
but 


with the ease tlmt, comes with long prac- 
tice, wo fractured the treaty and pnid 
no further attention to ila terms. This 
sort of thing hns been done so often that 
our national conscience was scared long 
ago but it has not always been done with 
perfect impunity, »ud these particular 
Cherokces settled in Indian Territory 
nearly seventy years ngo by their White 
Father of that period, who have, that is 
the younger ones have, seen nil treaties 
broken tlmt at the time solemnly reserv- 
ed the soil of Tndinn Territory to certain 
named Indian tribes, broken the tradi- 
tions and sought relief in tho- courts. 


These Cherokecs claimed the govern- 


ment failed to carry out .the-terms of 
their treaty, and this claim did not at nil 
shock the government, but it proceeded 
to defend its course. The Indians elnini- 
ed the. government owed them $Uli,2S4 
because of their assci'tcd fracture of the 
treaty terms, that is.we had not fulfilled 
the obligations of the treaty in appropri- 
ating sudicicnt to carry its terms out. 
Tho case went to the supreme court who 
decided against the government and held 


nocwit purchaser where bonds are con- 
cerned, but the innocent purchaser can 
be very safely discarded as a rule, for he 
will be, found carefully disguised, and 
had bought his bonds with full knowl- 
edge of their shadincss.

If we arc to make good, to cam 
pel order on this continent, to force na 
tional debt paying, we must be ready to 
act and have authority to act us expert 
accountants and pay what debt is really 
due or cause it to be paid. If some na- 
tion, however, insists upon full count 
that will be then quite another story 
which mny possibly interest us largely. 
If too, some South American nation re- 
sents nnd forbids our interference, Hint 
also will be another story. Meanwhile 
wo stand in need of an amplcnofls of able 
war vessels and all appurtenances, and 
we need them on general principle* if 
we are to command .thc^thorough respect 
of the world. There is' no diplomacy so 
respected or national demand so well 
backed up ns that by a strong, convinc- 
ing navy and reasonable sized army.

FROM THE PRIMITIVE LIFE. 


Scientist Suggests Origin of Man'» 


General Rlght-Handedoess. 


N. Bishop Barman reviews a num- 


ber of morphological facts in relation, 
to visceral assymmetry in human be- 
ings, says the .Medical Record. He 
then advances a hypothesis as to the 
presence of a general 
right-handed- 


ness In man. He suggests aa incident 
in the life of primitive 'man in which, 
two of these beings have a hand-to- 
hand conflict -One learns tbe secret 
of division of labor in the forellmbs 
and uses his left arm for a shleld'and 
his right for fighting. He is the vic- 
tor in the fight and his offspring, af- 
ter he has captured the wife of the 
victim, would revert to the maternal 
custom of using the left hand. The 
writer then cites various examples to 
prove the real ambidexterity of ordin- 
arily trained men. 


Most men brush the hair with a 


pair of brushes, using each 
hand 


equally and coincldently in the task. 
Women plait the hair, using 
both 


hands; they also hold the hand-glass, 
flrst with one band, then with the 
other, while adjusting plaits, colls 
and pins 'with the free hand. The 
process shows extraordinary bimanual 
dexterity, with hand and eye cerebra- 
tion. Violin playing illustrates in a 
most remarkably way the diversion of 
labor between tho fore-limbs. 
The 


use of the typewriter and the Inscrip- 
tion of the Braille type by the blind 
all show a wonderful bimanual di- 
vision of labor. 


Magnetite In California.

AND KREMLIN GATE: 


T 


HE recent subterranean meet- 


ing of the two tunneiing par- 
tics which since Feb. 13, 1S98, 
have, been slowly and cau- 


' tiously making tholi- way into the heart 
of tho Simplon heralds the speedy com- 
pletion of ono of tho most wonderful 
engineering feats ever undertaken by 
adventurous man. 
The work of pre- 


paring the tunnel for a permanent 
roadway will bo pushed as quickly as 
possible, and It will be opened for traf- 
fic in a short time. Before the great 
northward heglra of tourists who have 
been wintering In .Italy begins every- 
thing will be In good working order. 


It Is 'a groat underground corridor 


twelve miles in length extending be- 
neath the Alps. For nearly seven years 
3 000 men have been working day and 
night to fulfill the conditions of tho ex- 
cavating contract. 
According to the 


terms of agreement between the con- 
tractors and tho Swiss arid Italian gov- 
ernments, the tunnel must be ready for 
traffic by May 15. The Indications are 
that It will bo In a condition to permit 
the passage of trains somo weeks be- 
fore that time. 
There are, of .course, other tunnels 


through the Alps. Two of them are 
higher than tho Simplon, but none is 
within throe miles of its extreme un- 
derground length. It has cost nearly 
$20,000,000, but • it's importance 
and 


enormous saving of time and distance 


• make that great outlay a trivial Item 
by comparison. 
The shortest route 


from Paris to Milan, one of tho most 
traveled In Europe, has been 654 miles 
in length. That has boon by means of 
tho Mont Cenis route, tho 
tunnel 


through tho Alps being about nine 
miles In length. 
Tho Simplon route 


will bo only 60S miles in length, and. 
being nearer t:.c sea level than any 
other road, It will mean a saving ot 
fully eight hours-in tho Journey be- 
tween Paris and the metropolis of 
northern Italy. 


It is not strange that tho French 


should bo deeply Interested in the proj- 
ect. It has a vivid and most significant 
commercial interest for Franco. It will 
recover for her a large portion of the 
passenger and freight trntltc which was 
taken from her by the opening ot tlic- 
St. Gothard tunnel about a quarter of a 
century ago- It will bo a crushing com- 


* merclal blow to Germany. It will also 


bonetlt French, transatlantic navigation 
by affording a direct and shorter route 
to Italy. 


The tunnolintr of tho Simplon has 


been accomplished under umisutil rind 
qulto unexpected difficulties. 
An un- 


- precedently hard formation of roclt was 


encountered almost immediately on the 
Italian side of the work, bcsun at I.iellc 
and It was found necessary to construct 
special machinery to overcome the ob- 
stacle. This occasioned a considerable 
delay, but cvc-ntually drills were made

which would pierce the rock, and the 
work went on. After the boring had 
proceeded. about two miles powerful 
cold springs were encountered. These 
.perplexing reservoirs poured out 
.>OU 


gallons of water a minute and caused 
another suspension of tho boring proc- 


ess. After many trials and discourage- 
ments'this difficulty was overcome, and 
tha laborers returned to their task. 
Then a stratum of shifting material was 
reached, and progress became so slow 
and uncertain that It required six 
months' time and the expenditure of 


over $100,000 to extend'the excavation 


10Worse luck followed.' As the work 
proceeded slowly it was. discovered that 
the brickwork erected for the support 
of the finished portions had become un- 
safe because of the Interference of a 


viscid substance which exuded from 
the mountain. This so£tcllff,then,^: 
ment between the bricks, and "10 entire 
mass of masonry began to crumble. It 
was necessary to go back and do almost 
tho entire work over again. With In- 
imlte patience and care the Italian sec- 
tion retraced its footsteps and repaired 
the damaged archway.. 
But the greatest drawback of all was 


yet to be faced. Last September, with- 
out a warning of any kind, Jets of hot 
water began to play Into the tunnel, 
and the terrified workmen were ob god 
to nee for their lives. The. superstitious 
Sicilian diggers, who had been doubt- 
ful all along as to the prudence of their 
nvasion of the realms 08 darkness, 
were now convinced that they were 
being confronted by supernatural agen- 
cies Even after the boiling deluge had 
been -suppressed they could not be per- 
-uaded to re-enter the demon haunted 
corridor. 
The, contractors, 
already 


doubtful of their ability to meet the 


erms of their agreement, were power- 
ess to overcome this rebellious ^terror 
and were obliged to secure an entire', 
new working force of north Italians, 
vho were more expensive, but less 
credulous. 
Much time was 'consumed 


ii this unforeseen trouble, but the sec- 
Ion which had started on the other side 
of tho mountain, at Brlga, In Switzer- 
and, made good 'progress, and the 
twelve miles of boring were finally ac 
compllshed. 


As soon as the tunnel is thoroughly 


completed and the track laid a smalld 
tunnel will be constructed parallel with 
the larger one. 
This will permit of 


traffic both ways at the same time. In 
the meantime a switching station wil 
be built about halfway Inside the large 
tunnel so as to allow for the passing of 
trains. The Simplon tunnel is two.and 
three-quarters miles longer than the St. 
Gothard, four and one-half miles .Ion-., 


Cer than the Mont Cenis and about 
twice the length of the Arlbcrg tunnel 
in Austria.- The fact that it enters the 
mountain at such a. low level will make 
It possible for trains to pass through It 
In a very short time. While the Sim- 
plon is at an elevation of only 2,312 feet 
the St Gothard reaches an altitude of 
3,'SG feet, and the Mont Cenis rises to 
l! 2 41 feet. 


The Simplon. tunnel will not be the 


only monument to constructive and In- 
ventive genius which may be discov- 
ered in this Alpine region. The famous 
post road over the mountain so insep- 
arably connected with the name of Na- 
poleon still remains as a monument to 
the skill of his engineers. It is a work 
quite as wonderful in Its way as the 
piercing of the mountain. Napoleons 
road Is more than twenty-five feet In 
width, and it is thirty-six miles In 
length There are 613 bridges of excel- 
lent masonry, eight galleries and twen- 
ty fortifications. It is reputed to have 
cost $4,000,000 and required the labor o 
20 000 men for about five years. 


When the Simplon tunnel is opened 


for traffic, trains will cover a distance 
in about twenty minutes which here 
tofore it has required eight hours to 
cover by diligence over the post road 
Or.e of the galleries on the post road i 
6S3 feet in length. Eighteen months o 
steady labor, day and night, were con 
sumed in Us construction. In tho flrs 
six months tho Simplon tunnel har 
been pushed Into the rocky wall of th 
mountain 1,250 feet, and thereafter th 
work progressed even more rapid.y. 


The Simplon tunnel Is not the onl 


marvel in modern Alpine engineering 
The recently completed railway up th 
Jungfrau is its worthy rival, ana th 
railway which connects the base an 
snow topped summit of Mount Pilatu 
which rises almost precipitately from 
the blue water of Lucerne's beautifu 
lake, is scarcely less wonderful in con 
ceptlon and incredible In execution.

underneath the carriage. The body of 
Yon Molken is full of innumerable splin- 
ters of tho bomb. His assailant has not 
yot'been arrested. 


Tho man who previously threw a bomb 


into tho police station ut Praga, a sub- 
urb of Warsaw, injuring six policemen, 
is believed to be dying. lie was injured 
by a fragment of tho bomb us well as by 
bullets fired at him by tho police. He 
was later identified as a locksmith nam- 
ed Stephen Okrjeia, eighteen years old, 
and a resident of tho Xovominsfc dis- 
trict.

the attack on Buron von Nolken was tlie 
result of un elaborate conspiracy of tho 
revolutionary party.

Vistula, and threw n, bomb into the 
ward room of the station, wounding six 
office™, two of them dangerously.

caught by the captain of the station, 
whom he "shot in the stomach. Ho him- 
self was wounded. 


TRAP LAID FOR VOX XOLKEN. 
Ho was found to be a Jew, but his 


identity baa not yet been .discovered," A 
telephone message wna immediately sent 
to Bill-on von Xolken at the city hall, "in- 
forming him of the outrage. Baron von 
Xblki:i, accompanied by a police official, 
took ft carriage and started immediately 
for 1'raga.
